Legion Completes 
Manual on Disaster 
Relief Procedures

After months of intensive 
study and preparation, a hand­ 
book on "Disaster Relief and 
Civil Defense 1 ' has been com­ 
pleted by 'the American .Le­ 
gion, Department of California, 
and distributed to the more 
than 800 legion posts in the 
state.

In announcing distribution of 
the handbook here yesterday, 
Department Commander Ros- 
coe T. Morse of San Diego said: 

"I hope that every one of 
the more than 140,000 Legion­ 
naires in California will study 
this handbook and take an ac­ 
tive part in civil defense plan­ 
ning in his1 own community.

"Just 20 years ago the United 
States suffered the crippling 
attack On Pearl .Harbor. To^ay 
we.are faced with the threat 
of new and more devastating 
nuclear war. We hope and pray 
that war may be avoided. But 
we must be prepared, not only 
for war but for natural dis­ 
asters.

"As the foreword of the le­ 
gion handbook states in part: 
'One can conceive of no more 
meritorious service than to be 
prepared to assist in the saving 
of lives of fellow citizens and 
to aid in the alleviation of suf­ 
fering and distress resultant 
from a major disaster or enemy 
attack. Being prepared to aid 
in rescue work may make the 
difference* between life and 
death of those in danger and 
those in danger must not pre­ 
clude the involvement of your 
neighbors and your loved ones, 
including yourself."

The legion handbook was 
prepared by the Disaster Relief 
and Civil Defense Commission, 
under the chadrmanship of 
Leslie F. "Ole" Olson of Los

Angeles. Other members of the 
commission are George A. 
Bird Jr., Marysville, vice chair­ 
man; Gene V/oods, Richmond; 
Earl L. Chesmore, Bakersfield; 
Edwin J. Dailey, Fullerton, and 
Irl R. Gowshaw, Peverly Hills.

Mobil Quits 
Marketing 
Of Asphalt

By the end of the year, 
Mobil Oil Co. will cease mar­ 
keting asphalt In Southern 
California, the only area on 
the west coast where the com­ 
pany Is engaged in this kind 
of business. Edgington Oil Re­ 
fineries, Inc., of Long Beach, 
has purchased Mobil's bulk as­ 
phalt distribution facilitiei 
and automotive equipment.

Mobil has not manufactured 
asphalt on the west coast 
since 1953. The company'i de- 
clsion to cease Its asphalt mar­ 
keting business in Southern 
California was based on com­ 
prehensive studies which In­ 
dicated It would not be eco­ 
nomically feasible to manu­ 
facture asphalt at its Torrance 
retinery.

Mobil manufactured asphalt 
on the west coast from 1945 
until 1953 at a refinery in 
Vernon, which was acquired 
in a merger with the Gilmore 
Oil Co. The former Gilmore 
refinery was shut down in 
1953 and since then Mobil has 
purchased the asphalt it re­ 
quired for its Southern Culi- 
'ornia marketing operations 
from various suppliers, includ­ 
ing Edgington Oil Refineries.
